The provincial govern- “Hopefully this will start 
inent recently approved 
the annexation of about 
952 hectares - nearly fif¬ 
teen quarter sections - to 
the Town of Didsbury 
from Mountain View 
County. For taxation pur¬ 
poses, the annexation is 
retroactive to Oct. 1, 2008. 

“It certainly is positive 
for the town to have the 
ability to grow now,” said 
Didsbury Mayor Brian 
Wittal. “There’s lots of 
new area around the com¬ 
munity that developers 
could come in and pur¬ 
chase and develop if they 
choose to.” 

Within a month, the 
town will begin sending 
welcome packages to 
landowners affected by 
the annexation. An open 
house is also being 
planned for town resi¬ 
dents to get more infor¬ 
mation and ask questions. 

In addition, the town 
will be holding a second 
open house for impacted 


annexed residents will 
continue to be taxed at 
the same rate as Mountain 
View County until Dec. 31, 
2017. 

County director of plan¬ 
ning and development 
Diana Hawryluk said she 
was glad to see the annex¬ 
ation proceed. 

“It’s good news that 
we’re moving forward 
with this,” she said. 

Expected town popula¬ 


tion growth as a result of 
the annexation also 
increases the need for 
additional sewer lagoon 
and water reservoir 
capacity, Wittal noted. 

“Our resources are not 
maxed out yet, but are 
getting awful close, so we 
have to be able to start on 
[those projects),...so that 
as new residents build in 
Didsbury, we can offer 
those services,” he said. 


For guidance in the 
annexation process, 
Didsbury town staff is 
consulting with both the 
Town of Olds, which 
annexed 389 hectares in 
June 2008, and the Town 
of Carstairs, which 
annexed 635 hectares the 
following month. 

“We have a lot of work 
in front of us to do over 
the next little while," said 
Wittal.

stimulate the economy and 
create jobs across Canada," 
explained federal minister 
of state for transport Rob 
Merrifield. 

Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills MLA Richard Mans 
applauded the funding. 

“The significant improve¬ 
ment investment in water 
management systems will 
benefit residents in the 
Didsbury area for many 
years,” he said. 

The cost of the funding 
package allocated to the 
town will be shared equally 
between the federal, 


Thanks to the federal 
government's recent focus 
on economic stimulation, 
Didsbury has received 
funding to make some long- 
awaited upgrades to an 
industrial park in town. 

The town was among 22 
communities across 

Alberta to receive a share 
of $76 million recently 
approved out of the 
Canada-Alberta Building 
Canada Fund, which pro¬ 
vides money for municipal 
infrastructure projects. 

Didsbury’s $6 million 
share will be used to install 
a storm water drainage sys¬ 
tem mid pave roads in the 
industrial area north of 
Ilwy. 582. 

It’s about time, according 
to Countryside Autobody 
owner Gary Liesemer, who 
has been waiting several 
years for the improvements 
to be made. 

“As long as it doesn’t 
raise our taxes a bunch, it'll 
be alright," he said. 

Didsbury town council 
has been applying for the 
money for three years, but, 
in the past, the project was 
not determined by the gov¬ 
ernment to be a funding pri¬ 
ority. 

That has now changed, 
due to the current econom¬ 
ic downturn.

The Conservative government’s budget has received 
the support of the House of Commons by a margin of 
211-91, and I, for one, am extremely glad. 

The idea of defeating the government on the budget 
is ludicrously shortsighted and even downright dan¬ 
gerous. 

First off, the last thing this country needs now is yet 
another federal election, which would be Canada’s 
fourth since 2004. An election is not by an stretch of 
the imagination a “silver bullet" for fixing the current 
government situation, and would likely carry a price 
tag of over $300 million, money that this country can 
hardly afford to lose right now. 

To be fair, Stephen Harper’s government is far from 
perfect. 

Preventing the media from attending the return to 
Canada of soldiers killed in action in Afghanistan was 
a bad move. 

The (wisely abandoned) attempt last year to elimi¬ 
nate public subsidies for political parties was an even 
worse decision, resembling a dictatorial bid to consol¬ 
idate power, because opposition parties rely on this 
funding to cover a large part of the expense of cam¬ 
paigning for votes. 

However, circumstances have changed significantly 
since then. The Conservatives now find themselves 
powerless, trying desperately to stay in control. Any 
threat that they once posed of pushing some sort of 
radical agenda has been effectively neutralized by the 
real possibility of defeat through vote of non-confi¬ 
dence in the House of Commons. With the NDP-Bloc 
Quebecois solidly allied against him, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper’s government has bent over back¬ 
wards to appease their only remaining allies, the 
Liberal party, who are clearly in the driver’s seat. 

Nowhere is this relationship more clearly evidenced 
than in the $35 billion ‘economic stimulus’ budget put 
forward by Finance Minister Jim Flaherty, which 
included a very un-Conservative $2 billion for social 
housing as well as money for the arts. In addition, the 
Conservative party has agreed to Michael Ignatieff’s 
demand for accountability in the form of quarterly 
reports detailing how the money is being spent. 

It might be a coerced, grudging partnership, but it is 
a partnership nonetheless, providing the political sta¬ 
bility that Canada needs in these economic hard times. 

Canadians seem to recognize this, as a recent Ipsos 
Reid poll conducted for the Canwest News Service 
indicated that 57 per cent of Canadians hoped that the 
budget would pass, while only half as many - about 30 
per cent - are opposed. 

Finally, it’s highly unlikely that a Liberal-NDP-Bloc 
Quebecois coalition - a proposal to “save" the country 
that was met with fierce public opposition and right¬ 
fully criticized as being undemocratic - could achieve 
anywhere near the same level of cooperation that cur¬ 
rently exists between the Conservatives and the 
Liberals, given the profound ideological differences 




how more accountable. 

My opponent, Tim, pointed out quite a few of 
Harper’s flaws; a number of them are actually a com¬ 
plete flip-flop from what Harper promised in 2006. But 
there is one subject that makes me think an election 
might be worth it: the parliamentary budget officer, 
Kevin Page. 

The position was created under the Conservatives’ 
Federal Accountability Act after assuming power in 
2006. The idea behind the position w T as to have an 
independent office that would review the govern¬ 
ment's budgets objectively to ensure Canadians are 
being given the whole truth. 

Unfortunately, Mr. Page has released two damning 
reports about the Harper government. 

The first was during the last election campaign when 
he revealed the true cost of the Afghanistan war to be 
much higher than the government was telling 
Canadians. It turns out the Harper government was 
actually keeping information from Page and providing 
inconsistent numbers—hmm. 

The second report, which came out shortly before 
Harper admitted Canada would land a deficit, actually 
said a deficit was inevitable. Harper at the time said 
there would be no deficit. 

Most recently, Page has said the government’s stim¬ 
ulus package may have been overestimated and that 
the stimulus could end up being 20 per cent smaller 
than intended. He also warned that the government 
might not dig its way out of a deficit in five years. 

It seems as though what the Conservatives say and 
what they do are two very different things... sounds 
almost Liberal government-ish doesn’t it? 

Oh yes, and Harper cut the budgetary officer’s budg¬ 
et by a third this year—so much for accountability. 

If Harper refuses to be honest and straightforward 
with Canadians instead of hiding behind carefully 
worded language, then maybe it’s time to elect an hon¬ 
est government... for the first time in well, I don’t real¬ 
ly know when. 


between the three parties.

In this uncertain period of our country's history, it's 
imperative to maintain political unity and focus it on 
developing strategies for combating the current eco¬ 
nomic situation. As a result, I applaud the Liberals

However, 1 find it interesting that the very people 
who voted in the Conservative government in 2006 
because they wanted to punish the corrupt Liberal 
government are continuing that tradition today with
